Benjamin West, whose 
early ambition was to become an 
artist and a friend of emperors 
and kings. 
After becoming a res­ 
ident of London. West befriended 
many struggling American artists, 
among them Dunlop himself. West 
lived in tho time when grand 
composition and great themes pre 
vailed and his work followed the 
trend of his time. 
The first American woman to 
win notice as an artist was Pa 
tience Wright, who modeled wax 
portraits. 
Finding 
no 
demand 
for her work in the colonies, she 
went to London, and was most 
successful. 
It is supposed that it 
was through her influence that 
Mrs. 
Jarlry’s 
waxworks 
were 
started. 
Mrs. 
Wright 
modeled 
the full length wax figure of Lord 
Chatham which is now in West­ 
minster Abbey. 
She also served 
her country well during the Revo­ 
lutionary war by carrying Infor­ 
mation gained from the king to 
Benjamin Franklin. 
The most interesting and unique 
character mentioned by Mr. Grif­ 
fith was Charles Wilson Peale, 
who painted the portrait of Wash­ 
ington, considered by many critics 
the best of the forty-one painted 
of the great general and states­ 
man. 
Peale began his career as 
a saddler, then became a coach­ 
maker, a watch—and clock—mak­ 
er, a silversmith, a portrait paint­ 
er, served in the army and was

A notable Increase in building ac­ 
tivities in Santa Ana during Febru­ 
ary is shown by the fact that its 
record for the month is 55 per cent 
greater than for January, 
4 per

ary of 1922, aecordng to an analy­ 
sis of the figures by S. W. Straus 
and company. 
During the month inst closed 102 
building permits calling for con­ 
struction costs totalling $360,052 
were issued in Santa Ana. The 
January total was $224,955, that of 
last February was $346,105 and the 
total for the previous February was 
$236,245. 
Santa Ana ranks fourteenth in 
the value of February building op­ 
erations in the state. 
Building 
Increases 
A marked increase in building 
activities, especially evident in the 
larger cities, is shown in the Feb­ 
ruary reports of building permits 
issued in fifty California cities as 
tabulated In the National Monthly 
Building Survey

The fifty California cities com­ 
pris'd in this survey show a grand 
total of $34,835,153 for February, 
a Ka iii of 9 per cent over January, 
13 per cent over February of last 
year and an 81 per cent over Feb­ 
ruary of 1922.

tory of the club. 
The present Santa Ana Coun 
try club is the result of the activi­ 
ties of the members of the Orange 
County Country club. 
Ten years 
ago the boys who used 
to 
plav 
‘‘cow pasture pool” up in the hills 
toward the county park 
got tired 
of climbing those mountains, and 
through the kindness of James Ir­ 
vine were given a lease on the 
grounds now occupied by the coun 
ty club. 
It was through tho gen 
erosity of Irvine, a golf 
enthusi 
ast. that the present clubhouse wa 
built. 
All that Irvine asked for 
the lease was 6 per cent on th- 
money lie advanced to 
build the 
clubhouse and taxes. 
$2,000 Donation Won 
Then, as the organization plans 
were perfected. Irvine promised a 
donation of $2000 as soon as 
a 
membership of 200 was reached. If 
did not take long to win the gift. 
Then came the 
war, and 
the 
club activities 
were 
greatly 
re­ 
duced as many of the regular play­ 
ers went into the bigger game. 
This cut the income of the club to 
a tine point, but even then all of 
the bills were paid, and with* the 
exception of one assessment of $20, 
the regular dues have 
kept 
the 
club clear of debt. 
At the expiration of the lease 
with Irvine, the "own your own 
home” idea appeared the most log­ 
ical. 
The present 
property 
was 
hardly desirable if the club were 
to expand, largely because of lack 
of water for the golf course. 
The club then decided to pur­ 
chase 144 acres on Newport boule 
vard in the Santa Ana 
Heights 
tract, and now has land with great­ 
er advertising possibilities because 
of a half mile highway frontage 
assuring full view of the proposed 
building and grounds. 
The land 
was purchased at a cost of less 
than $500 an acre, with one Inch 
of water to every three acres of 
ground, from a subdivision which 
was already in existence. 
No Commissions Paid 
An important 
feature 
of 
the 
club is that no commissions have 
been paid either on the purchase 
of the grounds or for 
obtaining 
new members. 
At present there are 220 regular 
members, and the plan is to in­ 
crease the strength of the club to 
400, each of these memberships 
having the undivided ownership of 
one-four hundredth of the property. 
Besides, these regular memberships 
there will be non-resident member­ 
ships without 
property 
interest, 
and also associate memberships. 
The board of directors thought 
the best interests of the club would 
be served by constructing the first 
nine holes of a regulation sized 
golf course, then building the club­ 
house and when that is done, fin­ 
ishing the second nine holes. This 
will make a course of about 6250 
yards, without steep hills and with 
only a difference of thirty-five feet 
between the highest and lowest 
points on the links. 
Already the first nine holes are 
completed and the seed is in the 
ground so that now it is simply a 
question of how long it 
will 
re­ 
quire for the sod to become heavy 
enough before men and women 
club-wielders may "do their stuff 
on the new course. 
W ater System Underground 
An underground 
water system 
was Installed on both the first and 
second nines, and it is expected the 
cost of the system w’ill be many 
times saved in the cost of labor 
and in the use 
of 
rubber 
hose 
which has to be replaced often. 
One of the big features of the 
grounds is a large swale used as a 
i hazard on six holes; sometimes it 
has to be crossed and again it lies 
on the side of the fairway. 
This 
natural hazard has done much to­ 
ward lowering tho 
cost of con­ 
struction work. 
The bottom of this swale is cov­ 
ered with a deposit of mud of the 
right consistency for rotary drill­ 
ing, aDd to date the club has re­ 
ceived more than $2700 from this 
source from an oil corporation- 
As for the clubhouse, the board 
of directors is very anxious to see 
a membership of 300 in order that 
a contract may be signed for build­ 
ing of this house which embodies 
the best features of all the famous 
clubs of California.

Registrations from the county districts 
are coming in slowly, not more than 5,000 being reg­ 
istered at this time. 
The closing of registration for the cities of the 
sixth class comes on March 15th and it Is believed 
that a large number of voters will register before 
that date for the city elections. 
There is no obligation of a citizen mere Import­ 
ant than that of exercising the franchise. 
There 
should bt> some penalty imposed upon citizens who 
do not register or vote.

THE BLOW ON THE HEAD 
You have attended a football game or a boxing 
bout and one of the participants gets a bump on the 
head and cannot get up. 
As a matter of fact, he 
is 
unconscious, 
and 
doesn’t know just what Is going en around him. In 
a few seconds, or perhaps minutes, he is on his 
feet again, apparently as well as ever. 
The wise coach in a football or hockey game, 
will usually take him out of the game for a few min­ 
utes at this time. 
What has happened? 
He has had a concussion. 
A concussion is simply a jar or shock that 
is 
given to the brain. It is as lf you took the head into 
your hands and gave it a shake. This jarring actually 
interferes with the action of the brain without really 
injuring It. 
It is just as if you got a blow on your arm or 
leg muscles and could not use them. They are prac­ 
tically powerless. 
In a few seconds or minutes the 
power comes back and you have the full use of the 
arm or leg again. Really no damage done. 
But in the case of concussion or a blow on the 
skull, this same jar means tho disuse of the brain 
substance for awhile. In the case of the boxer, it is 
a serious matter if it lasts more than seconds, be­ 
cause that gives the bout to the opponent. 
That is 
the reason that in amateur boxing, if such an acci­ 
dent occurs, one minute is given to the fallen boxer, 
instead of just ten seconds. This permits a clever 
boxer to “come back,” and in amateur boxing it is 
cleverness that is the goal always. It very frequently 
happens In amateur boxing that the boxer suffering 
the concussion comes back to his senses and wins 
the bout. 
With concussion there are relaxed muscles, pale 
skin, weak and rapid pulse, and complete loss of con­ 
sciousness. Sometimes the victims can be partially 
aroused by pinching them, yelling Into the ear, or 
sticking pins into them. They usually regain 
con-1 
sciousness in a few seconds. The usual treatment is 
the old fashioned smelling salts—ammonia, and the 
application of heat to the body.

to m ake happier, m ore useful, m on 
resourceful 
and 
better-infonne< 
citixens. . 
“P erhaps the dom inant purpose 
of the library in the schools is ti 
train boys abd g irls to use the pub 
lie library, not only for pleasure 
but as a m eans of continuing the! 
education. 
S ta tistics show u s hot 
few stu d en ts who s ta rt school r f 
m ain to g rad u ate for college or u 
versity. So for those w hose form 
education is in terru p ted in 
the 
earlier y ears the public library Isla 
continuation school, but they are 
not so a p t to reg ard it as such if 
they have not been train ed to do 
so during school year. a training 
which m ay be given through the 
fulfillm ents of th e purposes of the 
school library. 
"O f th ese purposes th e first is to 
lead the children to form the read ­ 
ing habit, to teach them to read 
th a t which is w orth while and to 
love such reading- 
The second purpose of the school 
library is to supplem ent th e regu­ 
la r class room w ork. 
T he library 
is the laboratory for th e descrip­ 
tive courses of th e curriculum , and 
m ore p articu larly for the English 
and h istory classes. 
The third purpose is that of fur­ 
nishing 
stim ulating 
inspirational 
books. 
T here are unlim ited possi­ 
bilities when a child discovers the 
right book a t th e rig h t tim e. 
“T hese th ree purposes of the li­ 
brary. inform ation, recreatio n and 
inspiration, apply to lib ra ries in the 
whole school system and to the 
public library. 
“The problem of lib rary service, 
or bringing the books and pupils 
together has usually been worked 
out in one of th ree w ays. 
F irst, 
th a t of class room collections sent 
out by a public lib rarian . 
The sec­ 
ond m ethod is th a t of having a 
branch of th e public lib rary in the 
school 
building. T h ere seem s to 
be 
a 
grow ing tendency 
today 
am ong schools th a t 
have 
tried 
e ith e r of th ese plans to adopt the 
third 
m ethod for 
elem entary 
schools, th a t of a cen tral collec­ 
tion of books owned by the school 
to m eet th e special dem ands with 
branches of it and a teacher-librar- 
ian in charge in each school. 
This 
is the plan w hich is being worked 
out in Long B each, Los Angeles, 
and Pasadena. 
T he reason for the 
tendency tow ard this plan seem s 
to be the advantage of the library 
w ithin th e school system , as an 
integral p a rt of it. 
“A library in charge of a lib ra r­ 
ian who know s ju n io r high school 
work and problem s certain ly falls 
right in to the sp irit of such 
a 
program as th a t outlined by P rofes­ 
sor B riggs in his book, ‘T he Junior 
High School.’ 
One of th e objects 
of the ju n io r high school has been 
to bridge the gap betw een it and 
the higher schools. 
In order to do 
th is It is necessary to vitalize edu­ 
cation and the lib rary can be of 
im m easurable value to th e teacher 
in th a t and a source of Joy to the 
student. 
“To use neighboring cities again, 
as an exam ple, Long B each, Los 
A ngeles, and P asad en a have con­ 
sidered a lib rary in charge of a li­ 
brarian , w ith the 
equivalent 
in 
education of any teach er and 
a 
year of special training, as a p art 
of th eir ju n io r high school 
pro­ 
gram , and they are w ell-establish­ 
ed.”
